AN ENGLISH VILLAGE

| (Phe little town of Louth, in the 

iro Fen diatrict, waa 
last manth by 3 
tremendous flood, and 22 parsons 
were drowned. 

To all appearance the disaster 
was caused bs a cloudburst, the 
Yittla river which flaws through 
tha town being converted into 
davastanng food, In several 
houses the Water rasa practically 
to the coiling, the, people being 
trapped witnout 3 chance , of 
saving thoir lives. Houses and 
bridges were sweps away, and it 
is estimated that 1,000 people are 
homeless. . 

‘4 phenommnal rain fall wes alsa 
experienced in. other parta of 
England. Forty yards of the rail 
way onthe main London and 
North Western line between 
Preston and Lancashire were 
swopt away. 

A SOLID WALL OF WATER. 

It appears that the cloud-burst 
which was responsible for we 
flood took place some 15 miles 
away from Louth. and tha torrent 
gathering force along the valley, 
psolid wall of water, estimated 
to have been from 12 to 15 feet 
in height struck the town. 

The Gret obstacles in the way 
‘were two cottages io James's 
Street. These dwellings were cut 
clean away 48 with a giant knife, 
and no trace of them or of their 
occupants remains to-day. | 


WHAT CAUSED IT?

‘RELIEF MEASURES, =| 
Roads’ wera blocked with de- 
bris, houses partially dematiahed, 
bridges swept away, and ona half 
of the town isolated from the 
ather, The body of ane woman 
was washed up in the grounds of 
the Mayor's residence, which 
was in the path of the inundation, 
and mans old and helpless people 
bave been rendared ternporarily 


homeless, 


Relief measures wete promptly 
organised by tha Town Council 
and citizans. All throu -the 
night reaane work and the re 
cavery af the bodies prozeadad, 
and in-Louth itself at ten o'clock 
on Sunday morning no less than 
twenty bodies had bean te 
cacered. 

It was believed that this did 
not represent the whola of the 
lass of Life, even in the town it- 
self, amd reports from the sur- 
rounding districts tendered it 
probable that istalities had 
acentred in villages on the course 
of the steam. Hundreds bave 
been rendered temporarily home- 
less in the town, where the Cor- 
poration and inhabitants gereral- 
ly have provided food and shelter. 
Qne fireman waa drowned.

The town 
ig overwhelmed at the terrible 
extent of the disaster. Accom- 
modation is being found for the 
homeless, numbering about one 
thovsand in houses situated in 
the higher districts which escap- 
ed injury.

At the height of the calamity 
the velocity of the water was 
terrific, rushing into James 
Street, immodiately shead of a 
sbarp ture in the river where the 
flood burst its. banks, at an 
estimated speed of forty miles

James Street ran like a mill- 
zace, houses being submerged to 
the roofs, on which the in- 
habitants took refuge. As 4 pro- 
minent resident put it the 
occupants were caught like rats 
jn a trap.

CAUGHT IN CHILD-BIRTH. 

Emerging from the calamity are 
many moving incidents. 

Captain Loseby, MLC. M.-P. 
during the rescue work. got intog 
bouse «here the water bad 
reached to the top of the door, and 
found a woman.in child-birth. 

The doctor in attendance vas 
interrupted by thedistress of the 
distracted husband. That an- 
bappy man sprang out of the 
window into the water. Spring- 
ing after him, the doctor rescued 
the man, and. returning. proceed- 
ed with hig professional duties. 

Later Captain Loseby,. with 
help, was able to get: the woman 
and her newly-born child out of 
house to hospital. 

When the child was born the 
water was within six inches of 
tha bed on which the mother lay.

MILITARY OASTE STILL 
CONTROLS ARMY. |

man Government, or whatever. 


Government becomes responsible 
for the conduct of affairs as the

I bag to sobmit for the can- 
sideration of the Sanitary Board 
the following memorandum of 
the prevalence of typhaid fever 
in thisColony. The table attach- 
ed shows the number of cases of 
this disease notified each year 
from 1930 to 1929 inclusive. It 
will be seen that in pone of these 
years has the incidence been 
great and in no instance has the 
disease assumed epidemic propor- 
tion. The infection msy be 
acquired in various ways but all 
great epidemics of this disaase 
are due to contamination of water 
supplies. Our good water supply 
has saved usin this Colony from 
severe epidemics of this disease. 
The army also has the advantage 
of obtaining milk from dairies so 
well mansged that the chance of. 
infection from consumption of 
eantaminated milk is reduced to 
a tminimum.-J have never been 
able in any cases of typhoid fever 
to blame either the water or milk 
sopply of the Colony. Theeatiog 
of raw vegetables, e.g. salads, 
and shell fish, may have been the 
rsource of infection in some cases. 
There is, however, 3 mode of 
infection which has been 
in the past overlooked 
bs the general public. J refer to 


.|tbe contamination of food in 


houses by means of typhoid car- 
riers. Ht any typhoid carrier be 
engaged in preparing food 
or handling it, be is liable to 
spread the disease. An instance 
of this bss recently occorred. 
Five cases of typhoid fever bave 
occurred under c’rcumstances 
pointing to 2 common source of 
infection. and investigstion has 
proved that a cook who prepared 
fool for all these persons 
was a carrier. The existence 
of dry priyies in. close 
proximity to kitchens and pan- 
tries offers opportunitr for the 
contamination of food through 
flics if such privies are used by 
typhoid carriers. It used oftento 
be said in Hongkong that Chinese 
were Isrgely immune from 
typhoid. They may enjoy 2@ 
higher degree of immunity -than 
the foreigners here, bat the 
appended tab’e shows that con- 
siderable number of cases of 
typhoid occur amongst the 
Chinese. The «bole community 
cannot ba examined for the por- 
pose of finding who is and who is 
not a carrier, and so although 
a person may eschew salads and 
shell fish, boil all his drinking 
water and milk, be will not know 
that his neighbour or one 
of his household is no @ carrier. 
There is 3 method whereby 
every one can obtaln a good 
measure of protection, namely, 
by the use of anti-typhoid inocula- 
tion. The rationale of this 
inoculation is akin to ‘that of 
saccination against small-por, 
although the protection afforded 
is not so greal nor so enduring as 
in the latter case. There can be 
no doubt that the introduction of 
this preventive measure into the 
British Army saved countless 
Hives during the recent war. The 
inconvenience is negligible and 
the protection afforded is good.

Elena Filecamo, had yet to make 
her appearance, and when she 
did sha quickly obtained for 
herself a firm hold on 
the audience. She sang setectiona 
from “The Dollar Princess*’ in 
copjunction with her siter, and 
her singing was to the audience 
an indication that, with more 
years and training she should be 
able to follow inthe footsteps of 
her elder sister. Her special effort 
“O Sole Mio” was almost perfect, 
and the mod of the audience was 
such that they would not be 
satisfied until sho bad given an 
encore.. Want of space prevents 
us from dwelling upon a datailed 
critiqua of the other selections. 
Ap inostromentalist of the calibre 
of Signer Amelias or Madame 
Silvestri and singers like the 
latter and the young Filocames 
neéd no extensive introduction to 
local music lovers and we look 
forward with pleasure to their 
next performance. Mention must 
also be made of Professor Danen- 
berg and Madame Lottie Gordon, 
whose accompaniments on the 
piano contributed in latgemeasure 
to the snecess of the concert. 


- In presenting tha memoran- 
dum, Dr. Pearse spoke of the 
difficulties of introducing vaccin- 
ation measures. They had tried 
it before in the plague out- 
break, ,and after the staff 
of the department, some Chinese 
students and medical men had 
had’ themselves, inoculated, nd 
member of the public came 
forward. People thought that it 
was no use to have themselves 
inoculated as they did not either 
live in Chinese. localities or walk 
down those streets. But in the 
case of typhoid it was different, 
inasmuch ag they bad Chinese 
servants in the houses snd 
Chinege in their offices, ard these 
might ba carriers of infection. 

Dr. Kocb, supporting Dr. 
Pearse, discounted the idea that 
typhoid was caused by the eat- 
ing of raw vegetables manured 
as they were in Hongkong. 
Cases occurred more from 
carriers than anything else. He 
was of opinion that thay. ought 
to urge the Government to allow 
the Government Becteriologist 
to prepare the vaccine for use 
and that this should be supplied 
free. If they head a Bacter- 
jolozical Department attached to 
the Board, as was the case in 
other coantries, they could have 
done the work without all this 
trouble. 

DISEASE AMONG CATTLE. 

The Board agreed to a recom- 
mendation that 46 Australian 
cattle, imported by the Dairy 
Parm Co., be slaughtered, as they 
were found to be suffering from 
pleuro-pneumonia, and that the 
sheds be disinfected and declared 
a segregated area, Tho presence 
of the disease was discovered 
by the Veterinary Surgeon attach- 
ed to the Dairy Farm, who bad 
bad four of the animals killed and 
Bost. mortem examinations made. 

e cages occurred among acon 
sigument of cattle which came 
from Australiaon May 26th. So 
farno other cases bad occurre: 
among any othercattle. As soon 
ag the disease was discovered the 
Australian cattle were isolated. 

Dr. Pearse stated that there 
was no danger to human beings, 
but as there was a considerable 
trade in cattle between Hong- 
kong snd South Chins, it was 
best to take staps to prevent the 
spread, otherwise other cattle 
would-be affected and trade 
would be harmed. - °

Prosecutor, which took place in a 
nursing home in London. 

Sir Charles Mathows was the 
stepson oof | Charlea '- James 
Mathews, the comedian, -whose 
name he assuned, 

His early mssociation with his 
stepfather, by whom, after leaving 
Eton, he was placed as a pupil 
undar the Iate Mr, Montagn 
NWilliama, served him in good 
stead when he became tha fore- 
most criminal lawyer of his day, 
for his speaches in Court wore 
delivered with the draniatic 
intensity of the born actor. 

His talents, however, were far 
from superficial, for he canducted” 
many cases of great difficulty 
and complexity with distingvish- 
ed success. Ho bad a remarkable” 
giit for grouping the essential 
points of evidence, and for mar- 
shatling. facts so that their 
relatice importance was easily” 
understood, by a jury.. During 
the forsy gears in which he prac- 
tised at the crimoal Bar, he 
figures in countless memorable 
tials, one of the most sensational 
being that in which the captain 
and mate of the Migaonette were” 
tried for killing and eating the 
eabin boy. :
